Proposed Amendments to Constituticn 



Wednesday's meeting of the Students' Society will decide 
a question uf unusual importunée. An issue which litis been 
impending for boiuu time will coino to a definite head. The 
movement which resulted lust (all 'in the addition of the 
President of the Athletic Association to the Students' Coun- 
cil gave Hu' initial impetus to a counter-movement which 
bud as iis object the curtailing of athletic representation 
mi the Council, This COUl.t r movement was assisted by a 
feeling iu cei lain quarters that the number of councillors 
Hliould be cut down to nine again. The result of all this was 
that the Council appointed a special committee to look 
into the matter ami mal'., recommendations. The forthcom- 
ing recommendations aie summarized in today's issue. They 
will be discussed ami decided upon at Wednesday's meeting. 
Meanwhile it will be necessary to analyze the proposals ami 
the I'llects which they involve. 

• * • • • 

la so far as the proposed amendments will definitely set- 
tle the relationship between the Council ami the Athletic 
Association, they nro to be heartily endorsed. It is not so 
very long ago Biucc there was open war between I be Alma 
.Mater Society ami the Athletic Association. The elements 
of friction were partly dispelled when the constitution of the 
Council includod the three presidents of major sports on the 
general executive. There was, however, a certain indofiuite- 
ness nbout Hie existing relationship and herein rested the 
germs of misunderstanding and deadlock. At last we have a 
proposed which will elïoctually dispel any such indcf nitencss 
and which will draw a dear cut line between the [unctions 
and prerogatives to be exercised by the two main student 
executives. 

. . . • • 

The proposal to alter the method of athletic representa- 
tion ami to curtail the number of athletic representatives is 
very debatable, in the first place, it is by no means well 
established that athletics are at present over-represented. 
Undoubtedly athletics are by far the most important branch 
of student activity. They are id general interest, and their 
welfare is bound up in the general welfare of the student 
body. Taken collectively, they utterly overshadow all other 
student enterprises combined. And what is of even greater 
moment in determining the present issue is that ATH- 
LETICS ARE RAPIDLY GAINING IN PRESTIGE AND 
RELATIVE IMPORTANCE. Any legislation seriously af- 
fecting I lie position of athletics should be undertaken only 
after the most careful consideration. 

• « • • • 

The committee's report reveals a desire to maintain a dis- 
tinction between major and minor sports and to give eacli 
a certain representation. The idea of depriving the presi- 
dents of the Football, Hockey and Track Clubs of their 
places on the Council hardly meets with our favor, it is 
dilTicult to sec in what way the unduly complicated proposal 
will be a positive improvement mi '.he present nrrangement. 
The presidents of the major cluhs are surely the best fitted 
to represent their cluhs. To degrade their positions into 
sinecure petty executive posts may well be regarded as re- 
trogressive. Then again, under the new system, one of the 
major sports is certain to be unrepresented on the Council. 
In view of what all three major sports have accomplished 
during the past season, and particularly two uf them, it 
standing. It. will be contended of course that the "hig-M" 
seems inopportune to attempt tp alTcct their influence and 
regulation in the ease uf the two vice-presidents will repre- 
sent two major sports as well as at présent. Tt is not dif- 
ficult, however, to see clearly that the proposed change 
would déprive the cluhs lit ijueStion of DIRE Ç "ici.

Bâlôre the student body decided to reconstruct its execu- 
tive nnd to seriously alter the status of athletics, it should 
give the most careful attention to the various irsnes in- 
volved. The committee gave the matter long consideration 
and it: opinions will carry great weight, having as it does 
the approval of the Council. This is, however, a problem 
to be decided Individually, and personal opinion will natur- 
ally be a big factor in determining the issue.

SYNOPSISOF" CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LA .vf o REGULATIONS 

Any person who is the sole bead of 
a family, or any male over IS years 
old, may homestead a quarter sec- 
tion of available Dominion land in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta 
The applicant must appear in person 
at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at. any agen- 
cy, on certain conditions by father, 
mother, son. daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.— Six months' residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years, A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least SO acres 
solely owned and occupied by him or 
by bis father, m"ther, son, daughter, 
brother or sister 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter s ction along sidi bis home- 
stead.

Dear Sir:— 1 should like through the 
medium of your columns to draw at- 
tention to certain phases of the pro- 
posed amendments to the constitu- 
tion of the Students' Society as set 
forth in the report of the Committee 
recently appointed by the present 
Council. Thé most radical of these 
proposed amendments reads; Art. V. 
Sec. 2 to be changed as follows— 
"This executive council shall he com- 
pose.', of ninr members as follows: 
The President of the Students' So- 
ciety, who shall he chairman, the 
four Presiding of the Undergraduate 
Societies, the President of the Union, 
THE PRESIDENT. FIRST VICE- 
PRESIDENT AND SECOND VICE- 
PRESIDENT "I'' THE ATHLETIC 
ASSOCIATION. • This of ro rs \ 
means that the Presidents of the 
Foot!. all. Hockey arid Track Clubs 
will lose their seats 01) the Council. 
Whatever may be the purpose of this 

proposed amendment its etlert would 
dearly he to deprive the afore-men 
tloned clubs of any direct represen- 
tation in the Undergraduate Execu- 
tive. Such a propi sal seems peculiar 
ly Inopportune at, the close of a ses- 
sion Which has se n so many athl tie 
hon. ins brought t> McGill University 
by those very clubs whose prestige it 
seeks to curtail. Now it is well 
uwdentood that the principal and in 
fact only Importi at luty of the presi- 
dent of a major athletic club is to 
represent nnd to safeguard the in- 
terests n' that Club m t'-e Students' 
Council. Jf this duty is removed 
these officers will degenerate to the 
status of mere gtnccurial executive 
pusts. I understand that the propos- 
ed amendments introduce a stipula- 
tion whsreby a man must win his 
senior letter before he may qualify as 
Vice-President or Second Vice I'rei-i 
tient of the Athletic Association. Ths 
object of this proposal is presumably 
to insure some sort of representation 
from the major athletic clubs. As 
there are three of the latter such a 
rilling would necessitate nt least one 
of them being If ft in the lurch, each 
year. It is hard to conceive tint any 
sane executive hotly could c< nsidir so 
erratic and prepoft roils a proposal,

The average cost of fully equipping 
a hockey player is $30,40 as shown 
in the itemized statement. The pre- 
sent system calls for the supply of 
everything except gauntlets and 
skates and hoots. Owing to the fact 
that the cost of skates and boots is 
disproportionately heavy when it is 
considered that their use is not con 
lined to regular games and that they 
cannot be banded ^ from one team to 
another, your committee is not in 
favor of supplying them to the hockey 
club. An increase of expenditure in 
the riiattor of supplyin gauntlets 

was, however, deemed advisable. 

The track club at present receives 
no equipment from the Council, The 
cost of outfitting a track athlete is 
$7,25, (See Statement). In view of 
the fact that track shoes may be con- 
sidered in the same category your 
committee is not in favor of supply- 
ing them to the team Under existing 
financial stringency. To enforce the 
main principle enunciated above, 
however, it wiU only le fair to sup- 
ply the eighteen members of the track 
team with uniforms at a cost not 
in excess of $50,00 (Sec Statement). 

With regnrd to specific cluis your 
committee has no further recommen- 
dation either for extension or re- 
trenchment.
